$1.15 per 100 pounds. Emergency order 
issued on less than HO days notice, under 
sjecial permission granted by the inter¬ 
state commerce commission, as con¬ 
tained in telegram from E, A. Moseley. 
February 21.” 

“This reduction means 7% cents a 
box, or about $2(5 a car,” said Chief 
Freight Clerk Greggson. “In other 
words, the Santa Fe is presenting 
Southern California citrus fruit grow¬ 
ers with about $500,000 a season while 
this rate is in force.” 

As about one-half the shipments are 
made over the Southern Pacific and 
Salt, Lake roads, both of which will 
concur in this rate, the concession of 
the demands of the fruit growers for 
better rates will net about $1,000,000 
a year, provided the rate is made a 
permanent one. 

As is said in the circular, the rate is 
an emergency rate, and there is no 
guarantee that it will hold for another 
season. It is believed, however, that 
there will be no return to the higher 
rate. * 

Another interesting feature is the 
fact that the interstate commerce com¬ 
mission made apparently no objection 
to the rate being put into effect with 
out the thirty days’ notice required by j 
law.

Re¬ 
demption must be made in lawful money 
of the 1’nited States, and when made to 
the City Treasurer such Treasurer must 
credit the amount paid to the person 
named in the Tax and License Collect¬ 
or’s certificate, and pay it on demand to 
the person or ids assignee.

Interest at the rate of 2 per 
rent per month must he collected on such 
delinquent taxes from the time said taxes 
were first delinquent until paid, and any 
taxes, percentum. or costs erroneously or 
illegally collected may by the order of 
the Board of Trustees be refunded by 
the City Treasurer. 

Sec. 52. When the Tax and License 
Collector discovers that any property has 
been assessed more than once for the 
same year, he must collect only the taxes 
justly due and make return of the facts 
under affidavit to the City Clerk for the 
Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 53. If the Collector discovers be¬ 
fore the sale that on account of irregular 
assessment or of any other error any land 
ought not to be sold, he must not offer 
(he same for sale; and the Board of Trus¬ 
tees must cause the Assessor to enter the 
uncollected taxes upon the* assessment 
hook the next succeeding year to be col¬ 
lected as other taxes entered thereon. 

See. 54. When land is sold for taxes 
correctly imposed as the property of a 
particular person, no misnomer of the 
owner or supposed owper, or other mis¬ 
take relating to the. ownership thereof, 
shall affect the sale or render the same 
void or voidable. 

Sec. 55. If any person removes from the 
City after being assessed on personal 
property the City Tax and License Col¬ 
lector may direct tlie City Attorney to 
sue for and collect the sum in the name 
of the Collector.

shall be struck off to the City of Sierra 
M^dre as the purchaser, and the dupli¬ 
cate certificate delivered to the City 
Treasurer and filed by him in his office. 
But no charge shall be made for the

President Roosevelt Lectures at Har¬ 
vard on Athletic Sports and 
Their Effect. 

Under the joint auspiees of the Har¬ 
vard Union and the Harvard Political 
club, President Roosevelt delivered an 
address of an informal nature on ath¬ 
letics in college and good citizenship 
The preside nt said in part: 

“It is idle to expect, nor indeed 
would it be desirable, that there should 
be in Harvaid a uniform level of taste 
and association. Certain men will ex¬ 
cel in one thing anel e*e rtain in another; 
these* in things of the* body, those* in 
things of tlie* mind. The groups, ath- 
1 tie*, artistic, scientific, social, must 
ine vitably exist. 

“My pica is ne>t for their abditiem. 
My plea is that the relative* importance 
of the different, groups shall be under 
stood when compared with the* infinite¬ 
ly greater life* of tire college as a whole*. 
Let each man -have* his special asso¬ 
ciates, his special interests, his special 
stmlie’s and pursuits, but let him re- 
mc mbe r that he* cannot ge*t the full 
Irene fit of life in college if he does 
inditing but specialize. 

“One reason why I so thoroughly bo- 
lieve in the* athletic spirit at Harvard 
is because the* athletic spirit is osson- 
tially democratic. Our conce rn should 
be to encourage in every way a healthy 
shall gi ve* to the largest 
possible* number of students the* chance 
to take part in vigorous emtdoor games. 
It is of far more importance that a 
man shall play something himself, e*ve*n 
if lie* plays it badly, turn that lie* shall 
go with huiulieds ed companions to see* 
others flay well.

We are making 
great progress in dealing with the ques¬ 
tions of irrigation and forestry, of pre¬ 
serving to the public the rightful use
